It m atters not h ow prosaic and well-regulated 
th e life of any person may be. th ere is always 
th e possibility of a lite and death emergency 
jumping up in th e path way at any moment. Th e 
many stories in newspapers of Queer h appen­ 
ings and some of th em not so queer, yet quite 
irregular, emph asize th is fact again and again. 
A man may go h is way th rough th e daily 
routine of life and never so much as rub elbows 
with excitement — th en suddenly, with out th e 
least warning, th ere arises a situation th at tests 
h is courage and resources to th e utmost. In th e 
fraction of a second h e must act instinctively or 
th rough results of training, possibly to save h is 
own life. 
You read of serious h ies wh ere some teleph one 
operator stuck to h er post to be of invaluable 
service in notifying oth ers of th e danger. Again 
of an accident wh ere th e prompt action of some 
bystander averted furth er misfortune. 
Or, it 
may be a rescue of some person from drowning 
and many times acts of self-preservation. 
So many of th ese accounts are ordinary in th e 
sense th at th ey h appen somewh ere nearly ev­ 
eryday, yet th ey are most fascinating if studied. 
Every h appening of th is kind is th e story of some 
ordinary mortal, wh o. confronted by a sudden 
crisis, rises to meet it and proves th at h e h as 
th e righ t stuff in h im. Th ere was no time to 
plan a course of action, no precedent by wh ich 
to be guided — only instinct and courage coming 
into th eir own. 
It may be your turn next to meet th e unex­ 
pected emergency, no m atter h ow h umdrum life 
may seem in its ordinary course. Th e way you 
meet th e test will be decided by th e th ough ts 
and resolves th at you h ave nourish ed during th e 
long years of ordinary living, with courage al­ 
ways th e outstanding factor. 


SPREAD I T ON THINLY 
A migh ty good example of th e fact th at a tax 
of any kind cannot be h eaped on too generously 
in one place is sh own in 1 lie th ree cent postage 
rate. Ever since iliis new rate went into effect 
th ere h as been a decrease of income to th e post 
office department, until a return to th e old two 
cent postage rate for first class mail is being ad­ 
vocated already. 
Th e taxpayer cannot be forced to write letters. 
And you cannot make h im write a letter wh en 
a one cent postcard will suffice. Many business 
firms are also adopting th e meth od of personal 
distribution by messenger and saving money.

It 
will h ave to make th e basis of extra taxation so 
broad and spread it so th inly over a variety of 
sources th at it will scarcely be felt. Oth erwise, 
taxes will decline because an over-taxed public 
will deny th emselves exorbitantly taxed products.

But bad as is 
th eir pligh t, it is not equal to th at of th e great 
industrial centers wh ere th ere is h ttle or no in­ 
dustry. Th e condition of th e m an in th e city wh o 
is with out work or money is worse th an th at of 
th e unfortunates of th e rural districts. 
Th e larger cities h ave made a noble effort to 
provide focd and sh elter for th ose in need, but 
th e best th ey can do is none too good. Th e re­ 
cipient of h elp in th e larger city is just one of 
th e many and h as to sh aie alike with all. Th e 
case of th e needy in th e small community is 
more of a personal one wh ere th e parties are 
known to many and th ey are more likely to re­ 
ceive personal attention and consideration wh ich 
comes of neigh borliness and friendsh ip. 
Th ere arc worries aplenty on th e farm but th e 
problem of sustenance does not both er much . 
Th e farmer is usually assured of enough .to eat 
and of w arm th and sh elter wh eth er oth er con­ 
ditions arc favorable or not. Many men wh o live 
in cities h ave long since ceased to worry about 
taxes and th e like, h aving to center attention 
on th e more urgent need of food and sh elter. 
Th ey realize th e worth wh ile advantages of th e 
farm and th e small community and are going 
back to it wh enever possible.
